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“About the Book 


This book consists of a Diagnostic Test, eleven Units, an En- 
glish-Portuguese Vocabulary, and a list of irregular verbs. The time 
to be devoted to each unit will naturally depend on the size, maturity 
and motivation of the class. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE MATERIAL 


Diagnostic Test 


This includes several short texts and passages with comprehension 
questions. The language points and vocabulary used in such texts and 
passages should normally have been learned by the students in the 
first and second grades of the “2.º Grau” Course. This test will enable 
the teacher to assess the level of his class, and should the results so 
indicate, give him the opportunity to review whatever point(s) may 
prove to be necessary. 


The Units 


In this new edition of ENGLISH 3 the presentation of the texts 
in each unit has been considerably changed: 


Motivation: Each unit begins with a brief introduction of the 
topic or story to be read. This is designed to create an interest in the 
reading, but before the students actually read the text they will learn 
or review the new words in it. 


Word Study: Experience has shown that it is advisable to pre- 
teach vocabulary, so that maximum comprehension is obtained; too 
many unknown vocabulary items can be discouraging. 


The Texts: The choice of the texts was essentially determined by 
the fact that they are good “teaching texts”, especially written or 
adapted so that a fair number of good examples of the language points 
to be studied in each unit can be seen in the text. They are multi- 
purpose texts. Again according to the level, size, and interest of the 
class, the texts can be exploited for aural/oral practice, reading aloud, 
dictation, and controlled composition. 


Comprehension Questions: Reading comprehension is tested by 
means of multiple-choice questions, patterned after actual “Vestibular” 
examinations. 


Some Important Points: Grammar and vocabulary points that nor- 
mally present difficulty to our students (Remember/Remind; Beside/ 
Besides/Beyond, etc.) have been included in this section. False cognate 
words and some of the most frequent’ phrasal verbs will also be 
practiced here. 


Structure: Every structural point studied in this book is ‘derived di- 
rectly from the passages. Grammatical terminology and explanations 
have been reduced to the minimum necessary. Plenty of examples and 
illustrations are followed by exercises, mostly of the blank-filling or 
the multiple-choice type. 


Tests: Each unit ends with a test of the multiple-choice type, 
covering the grammar structure introduced in that particular unit. 
After some units there is a “Vestibular” test including questions 
extracted from recent Entrance Examinations to some of the most 
important Frazilian universities.

The book ends with a list of the most important words used 
throughout it. The meanings recorded for the words on the list refer 
only to the context in which they appear in this volume. The irregular 
verbs found in the passages and tests have been included in a separate 
list, at the end of the book.

This story is about George Westinghouse, the American engineer 
who invented the air brake. He first wrote the New York Central 
Railroad offering his device for a test. In comparison with the hand 
brake then in use, he claimed that his braké would stop a 50-car train 
in 50 yards’, as against 265 yards with hand brakes. 


It is said that Cornelius Vanderbilt, president of the New York 
Central Railroad, fóared with laughter?.

CLAUSES 
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Look at this example: 


That sentence is not clear enough, as we don’t know which man is in the 


hospital. To make it sufficiently clear we must add some information about that 
man. We can say: 


Now we know exactly which man is in the hospital. There can be no doubt about 

| it, as the antecedent (The man) has been clearly defined. The clause introduced 
by the relative pronoun (who, whom, that, whose, etc.) in the shaded area | is 
called defining clause (or restrictive clause) and is essential to make the sentence 
absolutely clear. The relative pronouns that go with this type of clause were studied 
in the previous unit. 


Now look at another example: 


My wife is in the hospital. 


As you can see, this sentence is perfectly clear. There can be no doubt about 
who is in the hospital. When I say my wife the meaning is completely clear, as 
(in our monogamous society) I can have only one (at a time. . .). Here it is not 
necessary to add another clause to define the antecedent. If, however, we wish 
to give extra, non-essential information about the antecedent, we can include a 
clause which comes, between commas, immediately after the antecedent. This is 
called a non-defining clause (or non-restrictive clause). 


So, 

My wife, [who is expecting another tay]. is in the hospital. The clause 
between commas is absolutely non-essential. If it were omitted the sentence would 
still make perfect sense.
